blasted a gaping hole in an oil 
tanker taking on kerosene at a 
dock 
Orange flames roared 300 
feet into the sky. 
Two crewmen were sent to the 
hospital Most of the ship s 42-man 
crew were on shore leave. 
The explosion of the 10.000-ton 
tanker Esso Paterson rocked this 
oil and chemical city on the in­ 
dustry-lined Houston ship canal. 
It was felt in suburban Houston 
25 miles away. 
The flames were extinguished in 
an hour, but in the meantime 
there was near panic here. Resi­ 
dents vividly remembered the ship 
explosion in nearby Texas City 
that killed at least 510 people in 
1947. 
The tanker was moored port- 
side to the dock and the explosion 
occurred on the ship’s starboard 
side. As result of the force of the 
blast the fire shot out over the 
water away from the inflamma­ 
ble installations along the dock. 
The Esso Paterson was at a 
dock of the huge Humble Refin­ 
ery The blast ripped a hole 12 
feet wide and 30 feet deep, extend­ 
ing from the water line to the 
deck, on the starboard side. Hum­ 
ble officials declined to estimate 
the loss but a crew member said 
the damage to the tanker was 
“ heavy” with the ships plates 
torn and bent. 
The injured crewmen were Chief 
Mate H o w a r d McCartney, SY, 
Lowell, Mass., and Seaman Jack 
I. Motro, 48. Brooklyn, N Y. 
Both jumped from the blazing 
ship to the dock 30 feet below. 
McCartney suffered a compound 
fracture of the left leg. Motro

This the Senate did not do al­ 
though the recognition was effected 
by nothing more than an exchange 
of letters with Maxim Litvinov. 


EVERYTHING DEPENDS upon

The value of this amendment to 
the Constitution is that it does not 
rftake outrageous 
immoral or in­ 
sane conduct

I nned States and it will caution 
other nations from entering upon 
agreem ents with American execu­ 
tives without a full investigation 
into the constitutionality of t h e 
agreement Also. the peril of hav­ 
ing a court action develop out crf

FOR 
INSTANCE, under t h i s 
amendment it would be impossible 
for the Ignited Nations in the guise

abolish freedom of the press by 
making it unlawful to tell the truth 
about the ruler of a foreign c o u p 
try, such things, for example, av 
Khrushchev now says about Stalin 
and which some of us have been 
telling our readers for IO years 
It would be impossible 
under 
such an amendment, for the United 
Nat lewis, 
under the 
guise of 
a 
genocide 
agreement, 
to 
instruct 
American citizens in Alabama or 
Virginia how to live The genocide 
agreement would make it possible 
for Soviet Russia, which tolerates 
slave labor, to introduce a resolu­ 
tion for an investigation of the city 
of Montgomery. Ala., where there 
is no slave labor but where there 
is a racial boycott 
Under the Bricker amendments 
in the old form or the new. Mont­ 
gomery could tell the United Na­ 
tions that what our federal govern­ 
ment cannot do under the Constitu­ 
tion. the United Nations cannot do 
because of our Constitution. 


WE NEED SOME kind of clan 
fication of presidential powers be­ 
cause presidents have evaded the 
constitutional interdict that treaties 
must be ratified by the Senate 
When the Yalta papers were p ar­ 
tially published, enough informa­ 
tion cam e to hand to be convinc­ 
ing that Franklin D Roosevelt ex­ 
ceeded his authority.

Press Rights Not N iolated 


It will he claimed sooner or later that free­ 
dom of the press has been violated by govern­ 
ment seizure of Communist party assets, in­ 
cluding Communist newspapers. 
Since newspapers in general are the guardi­ 
ans of the rights guaranteed to the free press 
in the first amendment of the I S 
Constitu­ 
tion. they will be accused of neglect of duty 
if they do not charge \ lolation of the Con­ 
stitution 
The question, therefore, is whether or not a 
publication like The Daily Worker is a bona 
fide newspaper and whether the seizure of its 
physical 
assets 
for 
nonpayment 
of 
federal 
income taxes is contrary to the Constitution. 
The answer to the second part of the ques­ 
tion is obvious 
lf the Daily Worker was subject to tax laws 
w'hich it violated, it has no special immunity 
because it happens to be a newspaper instead 
of a pretzel works. The press is guaranteed 
immunity against specific acts 
of 
Congress 
abridging its freedom. It is not guaranteed im 
munity 
against 
general 
acts 
of 
Congress 
that apply to all taxable enterprises 
Thus, there has been no technical abridg­ 
ment of freedom of the press, 
since 
news­ 
papers all are subject to the same tax laws. 
Tile question of whether or not a Commu­ 
nist publication is a newspaper, when in fact 
it contains nothing but propaganda for its spon­ 
sors, is left unanswered It is not a bona fide 
newspaper; that much is certain.

The plans of the bureaucrats in 
the Interior Department under the 
Trum an administration were 1or a 
federal dam at Hell s Canyon, to 
cost something rn the neighborhood 
of .>00 million dollars.

Under the legislation to 
which the chairm an refers, this 
could be used to build new units 
in present plants, thus bypassing 
congressional appropriations Since 
this "profit" is gained because of 
special privileges enjoyed by no 
I private company, the real charge 
would be on the taxpayers of the 
nation.

tion. not satisfied with the fact that

are now electrified, want to go 
j further into the business not only 
of transmission lines but the gen­ 
eration of the REA’s own power.

Thus the lines are drawn for a 
fight on the issue of federal versus 
private power Opposed to the But­ 
ler program is the moderate ef­ 
fort of the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion to create partnership arrange­ 
ments between the federal govern- 


j ment. on the one hand. and. on 
the other, local public bodies and 
investor-owned private companies. 
Since the latter are fully regulat­ 
ed by law. not only should their 
participation relieve the taxpayer 
of a great burden, but their legiti­ 
m ate growth will go far toward 
maintaining a free economy.
